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Who Guides Him? 

M R. DAVID GROOS, MP for the Victoria federal 
constituency, hai declared that he is in favor of 
the maple leaf flag design introduced by his govern¬ 
ment leader. Prime Minister Pearson He will thus 
vote in Parliament against retention of the Red 
Ensign. 

His reasons for his decision are set forth on this 
page today In a communication received from him. 
They are not likely to reconcile his constituents,',- 
It is worthwhile recalling his previous pronounce¬ 
ment on the subject, made just prior to the formal 
notification of the flag resolution in the House of 
Commons. Therein he said: 

“I am free to vote as I wish and I will, naturally, 
be guided by the views of the residents of my con¬ 
stituency. When the new flag is introduced everyone 
can discuss its merits in the light of the background 
information which will be placed before the public 
at the am* time. Like all Canadians, therefore. I 
must await the introduction of the flag before I make 
up my mind. 

“No flag will be acceptable to me unless it finds 
a large degree of favor right across the country, and i 
the degree of favor should be evident very quickly i 
once the flag is introduced.” 

In view of the foregoing it would be interesting to 
know on what basis Mr. Grooa has made up his mind. 

There is no evidence that the Pearson flag has 
won majority favor “right across the country.” On 
the contrary a cross-Canada newspaper poll taken 
within the past two weeks showed in its final tally 
a preponderance of opinion in favor of the Red En¬ 
sign, 37,634 votes against 26,637 for a new flag. Only 
in Quebec was a new and separate flag preferred 
by a large majority, a circumstance not surprising 
in view of that province’s separatist tendencies. 

Even as a sampling on a national scale, there¬ 
fore, this poll reflected unmistakably a trend of 
opinion "across the country." 

Coming closer to home, however, to the riding 
of Mr. Groos' own constituents, whose views he said 
would be his guide, local leanings are a sharp rejec¬ 
tion of his latest stand on the subject. 

The Victoria MP says he has had about 130 let¬ 
ters. telegrams and newspaper clippings forwarded 
to him from this area, which he describes as being 
“helpful." In what way, one wonders? If as s ee ms 
they would do these reflect the opinions voiced locally 
on the subject he cannot fail to note the disparity 
of his own position. 

A poll conducted by S* Victoria paper showed its 
readers to prefer the Red Ensign by a ratio of almost 
three-to-one against, and the preponderance of ex¬ 
pressed local views on the flag issue has been strongly 
in favor of the retention of the Red Ensign. 

Is this then how Mr. Grooa considers the senti¬ 
ments of the voters whom he rep r e s e n ts in Parlia¬ 
ment, when he announces that he will vote for the 
flag which is the minority choice at local opinion? 
Is this how he carries out his promise to “be guided 
by the views of the residents of my constituency?’' 

Turning Point 

J UNE 30 COULD wen be the turning point in the 
history of the Congo Republic. On that day the 
republic not only marks its fourth anniversary as an 
Independent country but for the first time in more 
than three and a half years Its gover nm ent will have 
to assume the full r es p o nsibility of ruling the nation 
and maintaining peace within its borders. 

Lessons l e a rned from past experience coupled 
with the unsettled existing condttkma in the Congo 
give obse rv ers little reason to be optimistic over the 
republic's future. 

In less than two weeks the last of the United 
Nations peace force is slated to be withdrawn under 
an agreement with the Congo government made at a 
time when the country seemed to be heading rapidly 
for calm and well-ordered existence. 

However, during the past few months this situa¬ 
tion has steadily deteriorated until today it an bt 
said without exaggeration that the Congo is in a leas 
peaceful state than at any time Ban the United Na¬ 
tions troops first arrived in August, I960. 

During its long term at police duty since then 
the United Nations force succee d e d in putting down 
the mass pillage and killings that swept the country 
when the Belgian colonial administration deported; 
brought the reluctant province of Katanga into the 
republic’s fold and helped train and establish a civil 
service and an effective army under Premier Adoulla. 

The job was not an easy one. Not only did the 
UN troops suffer severe casualties but were sub¬ 
jected to endless indignities and insults. The United 
Nations organization itself suffered setbacks because 
its membership was split on the issue. Belgium was un¬ 
co-operative; France and Russia washed their hands of 
the affair and refused to contribute financially to the 
operation; a number of the Afro-Asian bloc nations 
attempted to force the UN to extend Ks operations 
into Rhodesia and Portuguese West Africa, and Com¬ 
munist agitators moved in. 

Though things improved for ■ short while de¬ 
tente these almost insurmountable obstacles, the best 
the UN force is now able lo leave behind it is an 
uneasy peace and the knowledge that another out¬ 
break of primitive savagery Is likely to sweep the 
republic as soon as the UN authority is removed. 

Should this occur and should UN Secretary-Gen¬ 
eral U Thant still be of a mind to bring law and order 
to the Congo the United Nations might have no al¬ 
ternative but to establish the territory as a UN man¬ 
date until such time as its people prove themselves 
qualified for seif rule. _

Something like an all-time golfing record may have 
been established by Mike Turyk. the middle-handicap Vic¬ 
toria golfer who on Saturday aced the difficult 305 yarda 
seventh hole for the third time in five weeks 

Thia feat makes Turyk a hole in-one expert. He has been 
playing golf only three yeara and already haa five of them 
to hla credit. 

His third ace at the seventh hole was perhaps the most 
remarkable of the lot. The ball was last aeen hooking Its | 
way to the beach on the left of the green. Only after a 
search, and a decision to play another ball, did one of 
Turyk'a opponents find the ball in the hole. 

It apparently had struck a log and bounced back on to 
the green. The chance of this happening again might be 
near IttMUO to one; and for it to happen to the same player 
three tints at one hole in five week*, it must be nearer a 
million to one. 

It may he that Turyk is not so proud of this hole-In-on* 
as he was with the two earlier “orthodox" ones, but the fact 
U that they all count on the record. 

Before playing his shot on Saturday. Turyk eubsUtuted 
an old ball "lust in case It got lost." and the ball he used 
wss the same one he had used two weeks Barber foe his 
second ace on this hole.

At a young man Bob Fleming did so much to elevate 
the standard of Victoria golf, that it was a profound dis¬ 
appointment when eight years ago he decided after an 
unfortunate taate of professionalism, to give up the game 
altogether. 

HU appearance last night in the Gorge Vale inter-club 
team indicated that Fleming is regaining his interest in the 
game he played so welL If he does be will receive a hearty 
welcome from his many eld golfing friends. 

Incidentally, although Fleming must rate as a pro- 
frialnirl his minor entry Into professionalism a number of 
years ago should make reinstatement into the amateur 
ranks more or less a routine matter.

Gary Smith and Ricky Kent are expected to be at 
Kelowna putting in their bid for recognition In the B.C. 
WiUingdon or Junior teams as the case may be. 

Hie Kelowna course sel ected lor the championship is 
a comparatively new one in Its present form. It was 
stretched aome years ago to 18 holes and almost completely 
remodelled by Vernon Macan. 

Since I played It last year, the eighth and ninth boles 
have been changed, and these, I should say, have greatly 
strengthened the front nine. They were previously dtort par 
low, but now the eighth becomes a tricky par three with a 
carry over a sand quarry, and the ninth becomes a testing 
four with a good second to an elevated green.

For a naval bombard 
ment to take these well-pro¬ 
tected guns under fire and 
destroy them would be pretty 
much of a miracle, particularly 
if you had to do that very 
quickly. So the Ranger pro 
gram was worked out. 

Hardy Fellows 

These Rangers, you know, 
•re specially trained people 
They Ye hardy fellows, and 
they can do anything, fight 
everywhere.

So 
We sent three companies of the 
2nd Ranger Battalion to come 
up here in an isolated part of 
the operation to knock out the' 
guns.

Unfortomately. the host crew* 
bringing in the Raneers lost 
their way and started to go else¬ 
where.

Now, the plan was that when 
these three companies got up ( 
here, they would signal for the' 
rest of the Rangers, several hun¬ 
dred men.

The three companies climbed 
this cliff wtth the greatest diffi¬ 
culty.

The Rangeri destroyed the 
guns. But It was getting on now 
toward afternoon, and the Ger¬ 
mans began to counterattack. 

About 225 Rangers came in. 
About 31 or 40 were killed or 
Wounded during the climb. What 
remained was a small force 
And no one could help them 

They held out for two days. 
When they were finally rescued, 
■bout 90 were left. They were 
■till, as far as they were con¬ 
cerned, In good shsjie. They had 
done their Job.

Zfcit/ Fear /or Roses 


■y m. v. cmsNirr, »m 

While June Is the traditional 
month of roees, It is also the month 
of rose pests, and the bugs have been 
arriving with a vengeance. Hunks to 
a mild and wet spring, growth is 
sappy and succulent In our roses, 
moot appetizing to greenfly and other 
■ap-sucking parasites. 

The g r een aphid takes top priority 
from now until early autumn, and 
unless some spraying or dusting is 
undertaken on a routine basis, I doubt 
If there will be a single rose bush 
anywhere In our community without 
a colony of these plant lice clustered 
on the buds and shoot tips. Unless 
these are kept under control, subae 
quent growth will bo crippled and 
weak. 

• * * 

Incorrect feeding is a contributory 
factor in aphid Infestations, for the 
use of htgh-nltrogsn fertilizers makes 
for soft, sappy shoot growth which 
is duck soup for greenfly and other 
sap-suckers, and they go for such 
shoots In a *« way in preference to 
strong, hard stems and leathery 
leaves. Lawn fertilizers in particular 
are designed to promote succulent 
leaf growth at the expense of flower¬ 
ing and are much too high in nitrates 
for use on roses. 

Dr. L. M. Massey of Cornell Ur* 
verstty recommends a fertilizer with 
a WW formula, plus a generous sur¬ 
face mulch of old manure. I go for 
the manure mulch, but I have found 
it difficult to find any packaged 


fertilizer mixed to Dr. Massey's 
specifications. 

I have had very good results, 
though, with the special rose food 
put out by the Vigoro people, ss it is 
reinforced with magnesium and iron, 
and last year I was particularly im¬ 
pressed by the type of growth that 
followed regular feeding with Algi- 
nure liquid seaweed. 

I understand that this seaweed 
extract was formulated for uee as s 
foliar feed, to be sprayed on the 
leevee and absorbed through the leaf 
pores. In may cause, though, I didn't 
want to wash off the anti-bug and 
anti-bUght protective spray coating 
on the leaves, so 2 administered the 
Alglnure to the roots on a ltttle-and- 
often basis, putting a teaspoonful or 
so in my watering can every time I 
watered- I don't think I ever had 
better flowers. 


In addition to aphids, we can be 
reasonably sure that our roses will be 
visited by thripo, leaf-hoppers, spit¬ 
tle bugs, spider mites and certain 
leaf-eating caterpillars and beetles. 
Among the diseases, mildew, rust and 
black spot are always around and 
will attack If given any opportunity 
You'd need a regular medicine 
chest packed full of poison sprays 
and dust if each of these afflictions 
were to be tackled separately, for a 
chemical which will control one para¬ 
site often has no effect upon another. 

For instance, DDT is still about 
the beat preparation against cater¬ 


pillars and leaf-eaters, but it baa 
little effect on,aphids and no control 
whatever over the fungus diseases. 
Captan controls the spread of black 
spot but is useless for mildew; kara- 
thane controls mildew but not black 
spot, and neither is any good against 
bugs. Few of the common insecticides 
are effective against spider mites, and 
you need something like Aramite or 
Kelthane to clean out this pest. 

* a * 

The manufacturers of garden 
chemicals know very well that the 
backyard gardener isn’t equipped, 
either in money or know-how, to 
combat ail these troubles with a 
single remedy for each, so they have 
put out what is practically a cure-all 
or buckshot treatment containfcig a 
little of thia and a little of that, 
something for each of’ the common 
ailments and pests of roses. 

Rose Dust Is one of these cure-all 
preparations, usually sold in a handy 
applicator for puffing the stuff over 
your bushes. Even newer is Gardol 
Roae Spray, containing a systemic 
insecticide and a systemic fungicide, 
entering into the bloodstream of the 
plant and working from the inside 
out. One advantage is that it won't 
wash off. 

Cygon 2E is another systemic in¬ 
secticide; this one is painted on the 
stems of your rose bushes and is 
absorbed Into the sap. rendering the 
whole plant poisonous to bugs. Cygon. 
although outstandingly effective 
against insect pests, does not control 
mildew or other fungus infect ions.

GEN. EISENHOWER. Just 
back of where we are standing, 
five large German guns had 
been spotted. They were situ¬ 
ated ao they could shoot Into 
the assembly areas offshore, 
where our unarmed transport 
ships would be unloading the 
infantry Into small boats (for 
the final run to the beaches.) 

These guns could fire at 
least 20.000 yards, and they 
could hit those assembly areas 
for both Omaha and Utah 
Beaches.

For a naval bombard¬ 
ment to take theme well pro 
tected guns under fire and 
destroy them would he pretty 
much of a miracle, particularly 
if you had to do that very 
quickly. So the Ranger pro 
gram was worked out. 

Hardy Fellows 

These Ranger*, you know, 
are specially trained people.

So 
we sent three companies ol the 
2nd Ranger Battalion to come 
up here in an Isolated part of 
the operation to knock out the 
guns.

Unfortunately, the boat crew* 
hringing in the Ranger* lost 
their way and started to go else¬ 
where.

Too Late 

Now. the plan was that when 
these three companies got up 
here, they would signal for the 
rest of the Ranger*, several hun¬ 
dred men. to come up and help I 
them. But the three companies 
were so late that the other 
people decided they hadn't made 
it; ao the other* went in with 
the main Infantry attack 

The three companies climhed 
this cHff wtth the greatest diffi¬ 
culty. They had mortars that 
shot big grapnel hooks up here. 
The hooks were fastened lo 
chain* Climbing the chains, the 
men pulled rope ladders up. 
And finally they got up here 
and look this pnint. 

There weren't many German*
